In the first official administration | 
announcement that a balanced 
budget is in sight by July 1, the 
President said “now we have worked 
our way into the black.”

Candidacy Not Mentioned 


The President had not one word 
to say about his own intentions for 
1948 but party leaders made no 
secret of their belief‘that it was the 
1948 standard-bearer speaking. 

Expressing determination “that 
stringent economy shall govern all 
peacetime operations of the Govern- 
ment,” the President said the 
$37,500,000,000 budget he submitted 
to Congress “marked the borderline 
beyond which we could not reduce 
the activities of our Governmentf 
without entering the, area of false 
economy.” 

“Any substantial reduction of the 
1948 Federal budget, as submitted 
to the Congress, must be clearly 
understood by the Ameri peaple 
as a venture into false nomy,”’ 


“To the extent that we counten-
